EXTRACT of a Letter from Mr. Nicholls. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Somerset House, 
gj r 9th December 1841. 

In reference to what passed at the interview with which you honoured me yesterday, I now beg 
to state, that the million which was appropriated for providing the Workhouses in Ireland, will not 
be sufficient for the purpose, and I am therefore compelled to request that the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury will he pleased to increase the grant. 

We have been compelled, in arranging, finishing and fitting up the Irish Workhouses, to go in 
most cases to considerably greater expense than I had contemplated when the estimate of a million 
was formed. 

The uuvchase of land for the sites of the Workhouses has also considerably exceeded the amount 
„Mcli I had estimated, and the presents of sits, finch I had been led to expect would m 
numerous instances be made by tie landed proprietors, have m feet been very feta. We hare 
in many eases, had difficulties to contend with m the foundations for the buildings, 
oS to the nature of the soil in the western districts; and, omug to these and other oireum- 
stances’ I now estimate that, at tile rery least, a Hundred Thousand Pounds will be required, £. 100,000. 
in addition to the million already granted, for completing all the buildings. 

This is the exact estimate, without any allowance for accidents or contingencies ; but it may not 
he safe to run qnite close upon it; and I would therefore respectfully recommend that provision 
be made for a Hundred aid Fifty Thousand Pounds, on the understanding that no more will £.150,000. 
be applied for than what is absolutely necessary. 

Tt will be very important that this additional grant should be obtained at the earliest period, no 
e than £.35,550 of the million now remaining unappropriated, and the demands upon us, by 



the contractors and others, as the works advance, being very urgent.

ing the foundations,, and 
by the erection of sheds, 
boundary-walls and en-i 
trance-gates, which have 
been found necessary in 
many pf the Unions.
